Wliy not! 

Well, there are several ans\vi;rs to 
this question, and which is the right 
one it is dillicult to dotoriuinc. Soino 
dealers think that the present [lolitic nl 
excitement has much to do with it, ami 
douhtlesK in certain w.iys Ihis is true. 
Others conteiiii that over-|iroiluctioii iii 
Specified liiu'S of niannfai'lui-e tia.s d nig- 
ged tlie iiiiirkeL. ()tli( is siiogest th.iL :t 
ia only the natural oiilm which jireci'eda 
the coming Christuuis tid(>. Whatever 
it may be, there is no doubt, in the 
general mind, thiit stagnaiion in busi- 
ness circles is the rule and not the ex- 
ception. A very iinpurijint, (dement 
is t.he liu.-iine.'iH dene in the lliiMtcrrt. 
With very few cxeentiuns, and in these 
for obvious reasons, theatrical business 
is worse this year than it I. as been for 
many years jn'oviou.s. This is iitiribuied 
by thoughtful nianagers solely to poli- 
tical e.\eit(^iiient, anil OIK! of them last 
night said, in iinswer to a ([uestion 
about it: "Why of course, we art; doing 
abad business. So are all the theater.s, 
and there is a very good reason for it. 
I take no stock at all iu tlje idea that 
people lie not f^o to the theater because 
thoy have'nt llie money, lv\|ierienee 
shows that iu llin hardest times thealnrs 
do well. 'I'lien it is that men seek sfune- 
thing that will change the ciu'i-ent of 
their thoughts. All day long they work 
and grind and worry and study, and 
they come home at night disheartened 
and disappoiiitwl; and, however plea- 
sant their hnnics may ho, howevivr 
thoughtful and consideratiaheir families 
may 



he, tliev fmil il an iinpi)ssiljilil y lo 
take tlufir rniiuhs from their business. 
At such times men act in one of two 
■ways — they either take to drink or go 
to the tlu^ater — and one costs £tl)out as 
much as the other, with the advantage 
in favor of tht; theat(M' thai the iiian 
can take, his wife, his family, or his 
friends with him, aini for two or three, 
hours lose himself absolutely in the 
unreal, so that the actual is, for the 
time being regelated to obscurity." 

"What then do you attribute this 
to?" 

"Why, as I say, to the political ex- 
citeiuent." 

•'But how can that effect business'l" 
"In this way. iMy answer to that 
would be two-fold. In the first place, 
just look at the streets. There is e.\cite- 
ment enoiigli for the most eager. Kvery 
night the town is alive. I have lived 
here forty years, and liavt; always been 
an interested observer, al l luni:;li not an 
active participator in politics, and I 
never saw anything like this: big meet- 
ings ahnoat every day, tremendous out- 
pourings of the people every night, 
processions either small or largo, fire- 
works, cannon, and a general unrest- 
ful condition of allairs, which must of 
necesssity interest in every man, ,poli- 
tiaian or not. Then, loo, it is observa- 
ble this year that niercliants, mechanics, 
i^erks — peopltj who us a rule content 
themselves with voting— are this year 
■vvoiking, talking and going to meet- 



ings. "It Isn't pleasant for ladies to go 
to the theater through these crowds, 
even when attended by their escorts, 
and to go alone, safe as it is, and 
custonuiry as it is bec(3ining here, they 
ceilaiuly could not go unatttiiided 
through the streets, noisy and turbu- 
lent as they now are. Why, iu our 
matinee last Saturday there were just 
six men, antl t wo of them wt^ri) strang- 
ers from Doston. Look at my audience 
between now and election night, and 
you will be perfectly astonished to see 
how few men there are in it. This has 
long bf!on the case in the church con- 
gregations, you know but it is rather a 
novelty in theatrical auilience.s. 1 doi.\'t 
e.xpect to nee any business done in o.ir 
liiK! until the week after the election, 
for although the result will he approxi- 
mately known the morning after elec- 
tion, in my judgment it will be at least 
a week before the details are so 
thoroughly gathereil in that even you 
newspaper men cangivo a tolerably e.x:- 
act portraiture of the situalion. A f tin- 
that they will need a few da^sto settle 
up bets find tone them.selves down to 
the lt;vid of every -day life." 

"So, then, you don't think that your 
business is es])ecially aflcctcd by gener- 
al stagnation?" 

"On the contrary, if general stagna- 
tion, as vou call it, has taken posses- 
sion of this country, the theatrical st^a- 
son will be one of the best we have had 
in many years." 

\Vholp.sale dealers in dry goods, 
boots and shoes, woolens, silks, furni- 
ture, pictures, carpets, ssijverware and 
jewh^ry concur in the opinion that 
the [)resent dearth of business is ab- 
normal and without precedent during 
the past ten years. When asked to 
make a diagnosis for the purpose of 
a.scertaining the cause, they ditler ra>li- 
c.'illv in tlndr conclusions, agreeing, 
however, upon one point, which is that 
out of-town dealers, absurdly enough, 
imagine that the election's result 
does not in any way afl'ect tradt. Every 
man spoken to has expressed the be- 
lief that the unsettled condition of the 
parties, the bitter ill-fetding e.\isting on 
all sides, and the unusual and un])aral- 
lelcd excitement observable in all coiit- 
immities from iMaiue to tieorgia — in 
other words, the campaign in at the 
bottom of it all. How and then some- 
body is found who talks learnedly 
about the tariff, as though the election 
of Oloveland or Lockwooil, Butler or 
IJIaine could have any iiniiHidiate effect 
ujion the tarill or any of the articles 
wdiich it coulil in turn iitfect. 

Olio bright furniture dealer suid: 
"P(H)ple are buying no luxuries now. 
They must have J[hats and shoes and 
clothes; so a few retail dealers are sel- 
ling, but nobody wants new furniture. 
"That sofft can last till spring;" "this 
]daled ware must do tluly a little long- 
er;" "that wooden bedstead is good e- 
nough until ffe move," and "wo can 
just as w(dl use these dining room 
chairs another winter as not." That's 
the whoh,' story. There ap(ie,'irs to be 
an undercurrent of feeling Lhatjthis is 
a good year to wait in. Surely there is 
luone^ enough in the country, but the 
people haven't got it. Precisely why 
tlitiy think they will have it after elec- 
tion, heaven only knows; but lliey do, 
and all our retail customers say, after 
election we'll tlo this ami that.

A terrible example has been made in 
'^roiiquin. Oniuif the special correspond 
ents attached to the e.vpeditioii now .in 
the field was Oamillo Earcy, well 
known as a brilliant writer. lie had 
long been connected with La Fnnici', 
one of the leading journals. The army 
which he was detailed to accompany 
was that of General l'\)rg(!iuol. The 
oiBcer is a martinet, ami envert.ains the 
most rigid ideas reg-iriling di.scipline. 
Before tlifl expeditionary force landed, 
he, ill conjunction with GiMitiral \'m- 
cendon, concocted the following pledge, 
which all the journalists were obligi d 
to sign. 

I, promise upon my honor to trans 
niiL no ini'orniai ifm whatever, either 
bv telegraph or by mail, or by any 
otli(?r iiiBans without lir-l having' sub 
mitted my manuscript to l he e.x.tmiiia 
tion of tlio officer commanding tin' e.\ 
|)eilitioii, or to such ollieir or otlieeis .as 
ho uiav delegate that power to. I furth 
er agree that any failure to kuep this 
pledge will expo.se me to the rigors of 
martial law. 

This document was sigii.id by all the 
corres|pondents attachetl to the e.xpedi 
tion. When Farcy's turn came he took 
the pen, but it was with evident rehirl 
aiice that he signed. When lie haii done 
so, he said to F'orgemol: 

"(Jeneral, I sign this document only 
because 1 am forced to do so; becaiisi , 
without doing so, I could not fullil my 
duty as a corres])ondent; becaus", with 
out doing so, 1 could not ai'conipanv 
the expe.liton. V>ul I warn you, sir iliat 
L shall speak tin- truth, and imiiiin^' 
but the truth, touching siicli mat- 
ters as may come under my eiinsidera- 
tiou." And with a deliant glance at 
the General, Camille witlitlrew. 

The old General gn.awed bis grizzled 
nioiistacho to conei/al his wrath. lie 
tlid what perhaps most men would have 
done - he set a spy to dog the footsteps 
of Earcy. 

The expedient was successful. Two i 
evenings after the spy detected the 
journalist, under a disguise, (piitting 
the camp, lie followed and saw him 
deposite a larg(> envelope i:i one of the 
minor ])ost-ollices U|)on the fiontier. 
He was at onco arrestetl and eonducteil 
to Eorgemol's head quarters. *

"J-'rivate corrosi)ondence'? Bih!" 
retorted Forgeraol. "Very private in- 
deed; all Paris would know it in unotli- 
er ihiy," antl he resumed his reail- 
ing. 

There were houk! severe si^riclures in 
the letter upon the conduct of tlir eaiii- 
paign. Eorgemol's reading was inter- 
rupted "by oaths, and when be liiiislitid 
he was purple with rage, 

"So," said he grimly, "yon consider 
yourself competent to judge ot I hr-' 
operations of a Gener.il in rhe lii'ld, dii 
youi Widl, sir you shall have a l.e-le 
of martial l.aw to tidd your knowli! dge 
of military affairs."

When he 
reached the ground whoro the lilo was 
waiting him he refused to allow his 



eyes to be bandaged, and demanded 
permission to give the word of oom- 

inan d.

"Fire!"

Tliore nro a tninibt^r of c^scs of diph- 
theria in town, and in view of the fatality 
of tliia diseaao, ospociall}' iinioui,' children, 
tlie followiiii; |>reciuiti(iii3, gloaueil f'-om a 
medical juuriial, will lie a^jprociatoil by 
all. It is now an acco|>ted fact that Jii)h- 
theria is both a contaRioiia ami an infec- 
tious disease, tis it is portable, comniuiii- 
cubic hy infection and capable of -opro- 
diicing itaelf oiitsido of tlie huiiiau body. 
AVhon a child or uthor purson lias n aoro 
throat, oapccially in tniio of opiduuiic, ho 
BhoulJ iniiiiudiatuly be separated from 
Others until it ia seen whether it is diph- 
theria. ' The breath of a diphtheria pa- 
tiont iffpoiaoti. and should bo inhaled by 
as few poraona as pos.'iiblo. Only sucirat- 
tondaiila us aro pnsuiviilj necossury slmuld 
eiitor-the sickroom. But further than 
this, il ia known that diphtiicria can be 
carried lunj; distances in cluthiuj,' and in 
Bowers and wsiste pipes. Therefore, when 
a case of the disease is fully developed, 
the same precautions in regard to free 
ventilation, tli.sposnl and disinfoctioii of 
diachargus, bed and body linen, ctf. , ought 
to bo enforced, whicli aro fallowed in 
cases of Binallpox. The aauie may be 
said in regard to isolation during con- 
valeaconce, or shoulu death occur, the 
preparation of the body for burial. 
iS'uinerous instances are recorded whore 
the cont!i|^'ion of diphtli'jria has been re- 
tained for uook.s nr iiHinlliH in cesspools, 
heaps of rubbish, daiii]) wall.i, etc., hence 
all sewer connectiona alinuKl be well ven- 
tilated and disiid'ected, and chddren par- 
ticularly, sliould not be allowed to breathe 
the air of any w.atorclosct, aower or cess- 
pool into uliicli discharges from patients 
sick with diphtlierin have entered, nor to 
drink water or milk which have been os- 
posed to such air, nor to handle any cloth- 
ing worn by a. sick person. It ia to bo 
hoped that the disease will not spread in 
Victoria, and if che.se precautions are 
adi)[iled it will certainly be restricted. 
The children re.sidiny in a huuao where 
there is diphtheria should not bo allowed 
to attend suhuoL

Mr. Blainn'a loa.s «if New York state 
and his cunsei|uent defoit for the pruai- 
'dency is attributed to a curious circurn- 
Btiinco for which, perhaps, no parallel can 
bo found in jxdit ics. A few days before 
the election one thounand I'rotestaiiL 
clergymen waited on Mr. L-llaiiie tiiaa- 
Bure him id their active support and syiu- 
patliy. The siiokesnian nf ihe delegation 
wa.s a l»ev. Mr. IJurcliard, who, in the 
course; of Ills remarks, said that the cliiryy 
looked upon him us the great opponent 
of "Riiia, Itoiiiani.sin and Uehellion ." 
Thcsi? words were eaijerly grasped hy the 
denif.crats, who distributed placards con- 
taining the address in every Catholic 
household in tho land. The consequonce 
was a whcde.salo defection of Catholic 
voters, who had previously promised to 
suppiiit the rcpiibliuaii ticket; and instead 
of lilainu carrying .\ew Vork state by 
20,000, Cleveland won it by 1,200. On 
such small thinus do men's fato some- 
times turn ! liurchiird, at first, was 
blamed aa an iudisoreot fool; hut it ia 
now a.sacrtod that ho was the [laid agent 
of the diMiiocratH — lured to placti Blaine 
in a false poaitiou on tin! eve of election 
when it waa too late to repair tlie^laniayo. 

WUF-AT AND BREAD. 

There i.s a general outcry ia Europe 
that, while wheat haa l;<)IK' down to tho 
lowest point n-ached during the present 
century, bread remains as dear aa ever. 
The bakers and the millers are ao far tho 
only men who get the benefit of the 
liountiful croiis. Breiul .sella in Lond.jii 
at about f"iir cents a pound, and pays 
300 por cent, protit to the miller and 
baker. In somt! places in the southern 
part of England tho .same quality of bread 
IS sold at a little over two coiits a pound, 
and payii a good protit to the producer at 
that. There is, hnwovor, nothing to bo 
astonished at in these extortions of tho 
trade when we take into consideratiuti 
tho fabulous pricea which are [laid for tea, 
coft'ee, Bu^'ar and mlibr articles of first 
necessity at retail, and the uiijirecedent- 
odly low prices at which thoy arc sold 
wholesale. Tea, for instance, sells at 
auction in London at about twenty cents 
a pound, and cannot lie bought at retail 
at less than si.xty-five cents. 

THE TILOrhX r.nu.iVl' OUT. 

The diflioully which arose in 187G be- 
tween Tiidon and Hayes waa as follows: 
When tho Electoral Colleges met in their 
Boveral states two retnrna camo from 
several states. 'I'he counting of either or 
the rejection of both would materially af- 
fect the result. Never was the country 
so near civil war on a constitutional (juos- 
tion. A tribunal was appointed known 
as Ihu Electoral Coniniiaaion, composed 
of five auproiuo court j iidges, live senators, 
and five membera of tho house, from both 
^id«fl• By a majority of ouo Bayea was 



deciarod olocretT, and Lhu Iriw-abidir.g 
character of tho people was e.\hibitod in 
tlio acijuioacence with which the result 
was greeted. The continuity of the Ue- 
i publican party waa thus preserved by a 
narrov chanco.

To THK Eiuruii: — Since tho commission 
lias been apjiointed all diacusaion of tho 
iMetlakahtla troubles liaa been very prop- 
erly left in abeyance until the goveriinirnC 
has been pnt i-l r..T<an.i»inn nf tbo eviiboo-e 
taken, and has had time to decide on a 
course of action. Aleanwliilo, it luiglit to 
bo known that tho failure nf previous 
eltbrta to settle the difliculty has not 
arisen from any spirit of lawleaaiieaa on 
the part of tho Indians there, nor yet 
from any tinwilli ngnuas to asaist in liaving 
the matter settled, luit simply buiMUje 
none of those who wore sent to act in the 
matter wore empowered to look into the 
real cause of tho trouble. This may aoiind 
strange, but it is true, and it is only fair 
to tho Indiana that it should bo known. 

When Dr. I'owoU and tho late iNIr. Aii- 
dei'soii arrived at Metlakahtla, on board 
the -Viuericaii man-of-war, and had en- 
torod on t'.joir work thoy very soon dia- 
covored that the whule matter hinged 
upon the right, or otherwise, of the In- 
dians to say what should, or what ahould 
not, bo done at their own village, situated 
on their own land, at least su they ciui- 
sider it. Into this question of right they 
did not feel juntitied in eiiteriiii; ami, 
coasoquontly, left matters as uiLsuttled u.s 
avor, and worse, for their report waa cal- 
culated to mislead. It seemed to make 
out that tho ground of tlie trouble was a 
quarrel between Hisliop Uidloy and iNLr. 
Duncan, and made no direct allusion to 
the real cause. 

.Uliuiral Lyons, again, in his hasty and 
illadviaed report to the governinent, 
made no reforonce to the real source of 
the trouble, althouL,di tho Indians, in a 
few respectful though plain words, had 
calleil lii.s atteiitiun to it. 

When Dr. I'owell a;.;ain visited INKt- 
lakalitla lust winter, on board LI. .M. S. 
Heroine, ho was coufroiitod by the aanie 
(question, and yot, strange to say, in.it- 
withstanding bis previous exporiduce, ho 
had no answer ready, and would not even 
inquire into or esaniiiie the nature of tlio 
rii;ht or the grounds on whicii tlie Indiana 
claimed the power to e.xerciae it. Of 
course, hia niiaaion was abortive. Tho 
appointment of Mr, Elliott as resident 
magistrate ia the district must have 
proved equally inadequate, had the gov- 
orntnent relied upon him to settle tlio 
matter, for ho jilainly told the Indiana ho 
could not look uitu any qUuSti.iii .if nglit 
or title. Theso facts clearly show that 
the continuance of the trouble is not due 
to the Indians, and they also show the 
wiadum of the govoriimeiil in appointing 
a foiiiiiiissiou which bus the [i.iwer, hirI 
whose duty it will be, to impiire into tlio 
trouble and its catiaes. 

Another uiifuuiided statoniunt, wliicti 
has been accepted as true by many, s<iino 
of them very friendly to the work dune 
at Metlakahtla in former years, ought to 
bo contradicted. It lias been stated that 
it was by the aid of tho Church iMi.ssi<in- 
ary Society, and the jiecuiiiary assist.nice 
all'orded by that society, that the indus- 
trial works and huLldinga liavo been estab- 
lished at Millakuhtla, and that had it not 
been for this aasistaiice Metlakahtla could 
never have been as it is; and that for- 
getting all they owe to the society, tho 
liiitian.s now wish to drive away ita agent. ■< 
whilu they would retain all the fruits of 
its benificence for themselves. vVero 
the statornent true, the Indians of 
Metlakahtla must noceasarily be guilty 
of base ingratitude and unworthy the 
name of Christian. What are the 
facta! The Church M issinnary Society 
a.f.si.ited i\Ietlakahtla liy paying the 
salaries of the iiiissioiiaries and by [laying 
for the erection of buildings suitable f.>r 
them to live in, and also defrayed a part 
of the coat of the biiililiiig used aa a 
aelio<dhoiiso, Neither the chinch, uliich 
13 the largest in the [irovinee, iinr any 
of thu industrial works were indebteil to 
the society, even a BinoKi doU.-ir for k-.h- 
tablishing or mniiitatning them. .-Ml tho 
Industries were established and carried on 
with tho consont of but entirely iiido- 
peiident of the society, and had tln-y 
failed no claim could have been made 
upon the society. So that the charge i.s 
narrowed down to two items, viz. tJn^ 
coat of the iniasion buildin|{S and the 
yearty salaries of tho missionarius. 

The nnisaion buildings were erected un- 
der an understood contract between the 
Indiana and tho society. The ladiaiiK 
permitted the erection of three buildiiiga 
on their land for the use of those wli i 
were helping them. The society has 
broken this contract hy using these bnild- 
iiiga for harbouring those who are hinder- 
ing and opposing tho welfare of Meila- 
kalitla. Tlieref(jre the Indian.^ aay we 
will not allow it. Hut while they msi.s'., 
on these people leaving their land, they 
have no wish to take for themselves any 
building erected at another's oxponse 
without remuneratinp him for it, and so 
while they have notilied the agents of the 
society to leave iMetlakahtla they have 
also assured them of their leadine-^s to 
treat with the society for the inirrh e.e nf 
any buildings erected at the expense uf 
Ihu society, and which thoy do not wish 
to remove. As regards thu salaries of ilie 
missionaries, tho work for which this 
money was paid has been done, as e.oi !>■■ 
shown from documents too uoiult . ii-i t.i 
quote, to the entire satiafaclion of tlie 
society. But apart from this, to those 
acquainted with the collection of the 
funds of tho society it is known as a fact, 
and may be here stated as such without 
fear of contradiction, that for the few 
liutidred.s u.x.peudod by the society in this 
way at iMetlaiiahtIa thoy have gained 
many thousands in subscript ions at home. 
Tlieae monies wero subscribed by tlmae 
who wero moved to take an interest in 
mission work by what was bidng .iccom- 
|)liahed at Metlakahtla. Wheru, then, is 
tho charge of ingratitude! it vauislies mi 
the approach of the lii;ht of truth, and 
the Indiana may well ask tho question. 
Why it ia that, after tho society hail 
a.xpressed such deep sympathy with them 
in their struggles to riso from the dcpth.s 
of heathenism, immorality and supersti- 
tion, had urged theui to go forwaril, had 
held up for public admiration tho result 
which under God had been achieved) — 
Why after all this they now aak them to 
make a change, to pull out tho corner 
atone of the edifice, and abuse and sneer 
at thera because thoy will not do it? 

Could tho earnest hearted Christian 
subscribers to the Bocioty but aeo and 
know what ia being attempted by the 
society's agoiita at Metlakahtla how tlioir 
hearts would blood and their tongues 
and pens be fired with the strongest ro- 
monstranoo. • Eobert Towunson.

to-morrow; the idea of aceuiuiibition is en- 
tirely absent from bis inind; raisi; his pay 
and lie will ■work less days in the week. 
The climate of the country makes clothes 
and fuel, except for cooking purposes, al- 
n-iost unnecessary. In the cities be con- 
gregate.-i in gio'gs, takes the middle of tho 
street in preference to the sidewalk iu bis 
perumbnlations ; is a grenl admirer of the 
nuisie of the hand organ and palroni/.es 
the bull lights when hi* tluanees will per- 
mit, lie lives in the imorest houses iu 
the edge of the town, adobe walls, earth 
floor and roof, guiltless of paiut or white- 
wash. Ilis furniture is simple, but ample 
for his wants; a chair or two made of 
bruised palm Ilber; a |>etate, a large mat 
made from the leaves of Ihe panie tree; a 
wooden bo.x to hold his W(jrdly goods, and 
a picture of his iialron saint tacked against 
the wall ciunidetes the li.-'t. The iietale hy 
day serves as a carpet, by uigbt as a bei!. 

In the kitchen, which often occupies 
the corner of his only room, are fouinl the 
matale and mano, two stones l't)r grinding 
the corn for Ids tortillas. Tlie lirst. aliout 
ten inches wide, twenty long aud fotir 
thick, with a hollow in tile middle, is set 
ihnily in tho ground at a slight incline. 
It holds the corn while the inaiio, a inucli 

the process of grinding, liesides this band 
grist-mill are ca.suelas, cajetes, jaw'is and 
surtenes, earthenware di.slies and pcjts of 
various sizes, to cook his beans, chite and 
coll'ce. The tortilla is his substitute for 
bread. It is made by first putting a peck 
of coriiJn a cajcte, u large opcu-moutheil 
inr, witu enough water to cover it and a 
little lime. It is now set ou the lire to 
come to a boil imd then thoroughlv 
washed. ITiis takes off tho hull. The 
hulled corn is called nistnmal and the 
water left liehind enjaillole; it is a sov- 
ereign remedy for lleas am! usu- 
ally is sprinkled over the Hour. The iilsla- 
mal is no'v placed on the inelaie, a 
lu.ndful at a time, and the inaiio rubbed 
back and forth over it with consitieralile 
force until it is ground into dough c.-dled 
masa; the niasa is divided into little balls 
of three or four ounces each, according lo 
the size that the tortilla is intended lo be. 
Fire is lighted under the eoinal, a round 
piece of earthenware about two feet across, 
half an iuch thick and slightly dishiug in 
the center, and over it a little lime is 
rubbed. 

To make the tortilla one of the little 
balls of masa is taken between tlie bands 
and patted with u rotary motiou until u 
circle of dough five or six iuches acioss 
imd au eighth of an iueli thick, louking 
very mucli like an ordinary American 
fiap]ack, is produced; this Is tossed ou tliu 
comal and In a luinule or two is cooked. 
A well made tortilla, hot, with a 111 lie 
cheese lUld honey, is not to bo desjiised. 
but after they are once culd no amount ol 
warming will make them palatable again. 
^>exl to the tortilla, bean.s are lla: pelailo's 
clilei article ot diet. He eats them Irn-d, 
a piece of tortilla doubled in the midille 
serving for a spoon. 

A carpenter m central Mexico earns 
from (jU lo 7.0 cents a day: a mason ll.'c 
same; a common day lalxa'er from 2^) to 
50 cents: a farm laborer whu \vorks by 
tin; month from to is.T a month and 
"lound" — they work irom dajhiibl until 
sunset, with hall an hour at .! o clock and 
again at ii lor breakbist and supjier. 
These hours are very long, hut tiny take 
it easy, stoi)ping every little while to 
smoke their cigarros, and accoinplwldng 
less than an American luhorer will in six 
or seven hours' work. Their earnings are 
barely sufUcient to keep them in food an<l 
clothes of the coarsest kind, with an ne 
CHSional realover for the bull- fight at 
Pulque; but they are the happiest people 
on the face of the earth. ^Vhen 
there Is work tor lliein ttiev 
■work, when there is ikjiic tiny 
loaf around the sunny places, sinokini;. 
playing cards, or sleeinug. 'Ibeir wimls 
are few and simple; a straw bat, a striped 
blanket, cotton shirt and d]:i\\eis and 
leallier sandals for their feet ar(.' all lluy 
ask. 

The pelado is of alnajsl uinni\ei! Indian 
blood; he knows it and cidii liiii.seir mi 
Indian, and hates the Spaniards gaeliu- 
plnes lie calls Ibem, and all foreigners, and 
would be glad to drive Ihem from Ihe 
ctnmtry. lie dislikes ridlro;iils and all 
foreign machinery, and dues wli:it le^ ran 
to injure tlie:ai when lie has the nj'ioi 
tunity. The Americans are his .■.peceil 
aversion — los jjriugos; he fears and bales 
them, and believes that at no distant day 
they are destined to take his country. In- 
dividually the pelado is good, but collec- 
tively bad; he is incapable of a higher 
civilization than he now possesses, and 
will ever be a hewer of ■wood aud drawer 
of water.
